Food  and  Drugs. 

The  County  Council  took  24  samples  for  analyses  of  various  Foods 
and  Drugs  including  12  samples  of  milk.  All  these  were  satisfactory. 


INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES . 

There  were  20  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified.  Diphtheria  2, 
Erysipelas  5,  Scarlet  Fever  6,  Pneumonia  3,  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  3, 
Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  1. 

From  the  Schools  were  notified  7 cases  of  Ringworm,  8 of  Impetigo, 
84  of  Influenza,  l8  of  German  Measles,  17  of  Chicken  Pox,  2 of  Mumps 
and  8 of  Whooping  Cough. 

No  artificial  immunization  was  provided  against  Diphtheria,  and 
no  Measles  serum  was  used.  Existing  facilities  for  the  typing  of 
pneumococci  are  present  in  the  County  Laboratory.
